Although chiefly occupied as agricultur-

A cablegram from the American consul 
general at Genoa, Italy, published recently 
in Commerce Reports, lists among the im- 
portations into Italy a number of articles 
which are prohibited. Included in _ this 
list are manufactured gold and silver, gold- 
smiths’ and silversmiths’ wares, gold and 
silver plate, jewelry and precious stones, 
manufactures of glass and crystal in gen- 
eral, manufactures of ivory, amber, mother- 
of-pearl, tortoise shell, imitation jewelry, 
fans and musical instruments. Applications 
for the admission of goods paid for or 
shipped prior to June 4, 1916, must be made 
to the Ministry of Finance, Rome, and re- 
quests for special permits for the importa- 
tion of prohibited products should be di- 
rected to the same office through the 
medium of a chamber of commerce. (These 
applications are presumably to be made 
by the Italian importer rather than by the

Lesson XV. 
How to Tell Scientific Stones from Natural 
Gems 

;? should be said first that the only true 

scientific or synthetic stones on _ the 
market are those having the composition 
and properties of corundum, that is to say 
the ruby and the several color varieties of 
sapphire, as blue, pink, yellow and white 
and a greenish stone that appears reddish 
by artificial light, which is called scientific 
alexandrite, but which however, the 
composition and properties of the corun- 
dum gems rather than those of true alex- 
andrite. All so-called “scientific emeralds”’ 
have turned out to be either of paste of one 
sort or another, or else triplets having a 
top and a back of some inexpensive but 
hard stone of pale color, and a central slice 
of deep green glass—the three pieces be- 
ing cemented together so skilfully that the 
junctions frequently escape any but a very 
careful examination with a lens. 

Now the fact that all true scientific 
stones are corundum gems makes their de- 
termination fairly simple on the following 
basis: Among the considerable number otf 
corundum gems of nature, whether ruby 
or sapphire of various colors, there is sel- 
dom found one that is entirely free from 
defects. Almost always, even in what are 
regarded as fine specimens, one will easily 
find with a glass defects in the crystalliza- 
tion. Moreover, these defects are charac- 
teristic and typical of the corundum gems. 

The scientific corundum gems, however, 
never have these typical defects. Hence 
the surest and simplest way of distinguish- 
ing between the two kinds of stones is to 
acquaint oneself with the typical defects of 
natural corundum gems, and then to look 
for such defects in any specimen of ruby 
or sapphire that is in question. 

While a description of some of the most 
common of the typical defects of rubies 
and sapphires is to follow, the jeweler, 
who may not yet be familiar with them by 
actual experience, owes it to himself and 
to his customers to acquaint himself at 
first hand with the natural defects of such 
material, which he is always in a position 
to do through the courtesy of representa- 
tives of houses dealing in precious stones, 
if he himself does not carry such material. 

Perhaps the most common of the typical 
defects of corundum gems is the peculiar 
appearance known as “silk.” This is best 
seen when a strong light is allowed to 
stream through the stone at right angles 
to the observer’s line of sight. Sets of 
fine, straight, parallel lines will be seen, 
and these will frequently meet other sets 
of similar lines at an angle of 120 degrees 
(like the angle at which the sides of a 
regular hexagon meet)~or the lines may 
cross each other at that angle or at an 
angle of 60 degrees (the supplement of 
120 degrees). Such straight parallel lines 
are never seen in scientific stones, and their 


has, 


presence may be taken to indicate posi- 
tively that the stone having them is a nat- 
ural stone. In fine specimens of natural 
ruby or sapphire such lines will be few and 
dificult to find, but in some position or 
other they will usually be found if the 
search is even as careful as that which one 
would habitually employ in looking for 
defects in a diamond. In the vast major- 
ity of cases no such careful search will be 
required to locate “silk” in natural rubies, 
and if a stone that is apparently a ruby is 
free from such defects it is almost a fore- 
gone conclusion it is a scientific stone. 

Another common type of defect in corun- 
dum gems is the occurrence of patches of 
milky cloudiness within the material. A 
little actual acquaintance with the appear- 
ance of this sort of defect in natural stones 
wili make it easy to distinguish from the 
occasional cloudiness found in scientific 
stones, which latter cloudiness is due to the 
presence of swarms of minute gas bubbles. 
These tiny bubbles can be seen under a 
high power lens, and this suggests a third 
feature that may be used to tell whether 
one has a natural stone or not. 

Natural rubies and sapphires, like scien- 
tific ones, frequently contain bubbles—but 
these are always angular in the natural 
stones, while those of the scientific stones 
are generally round or rounding, never 
angular. 

To sum up the suggestions already pre- 
sented since natural and scientific corun- 
dum gems are composed of essentially the 
same material, and have identically the 
same physical and chemical properties, and 
frequently very closely resemble each other 


‘in color, it is necessary to have recourse to 


some other means of distinguishing be- 
tween them. The best and simplest means 
for those who are acquainted with the 


structural defects common to natural corun- 
dum gems is to seek for such defects in 
any specimen that is in question, and if no 
such defects can be found, to be very 
sceptical as to the naturalness of the speci- 
men, inasmuch as perfect corundum gems 
are very rare in nature, and when of fine 
color command exceedingly high prices. 
No jeweler can afford to risk his reputa- 
tion for knowledge and for integrity by 
selling as a natural stone any gem which 
does not possess the minor defects common 
to practically all corundum gems. 

So far our tests have been mostly nega- 
tive. It was said, however, that spherical 
bubbles sometimes appear in scientific gems. 
Another characteristic structural defect of 
practically every scientific gem may be uti!- 
ized to distinguish them. As is well known, 
the rough material is formed in “boules’ 
or pear shaped drops under an inverted 
blowpipe. The powdered material is_ fed 
in with one of the gases and passes through 
the flame, melting as it goes, and then ac- 
cumulating and crystallizing below as a 
“boule.” The top or head of this “boule” 


is rounding from the start and hence the 
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successive layers of material gather in thin 
curved zones. The color and structure of 
these successive zones are not perfectly uni- 
torm, hence when cut stones are made from 
the “boules” these curving parallel layers 
may be seen within by the use of a good 
lens, especially if the cut stone is held in 
a strong crossing light as was suggested 
when directions were given above as to 
the best way to look for “silk” in a natural 
stone. 

Owing to the shape of a well cut stone 
it is sometimes difficult to get light through 
the material, yet by turning the stone re- 
peatedly, some position will be found in 
which the curving parallel striae can be 
seen. They are easily seen in scientific 
ruby, less easily in dark blue sapphire, but 
still they can be found on close search. 
In the light colored stones and in white 
sapphire, the difficulty is greater, as there 
are no color variations in the latter case. 
However, the value of white sapphire is 
so slight, whether natural or artificial. that 
it is a matter of but little moment, and 
what has already been said as to natural 
defects, applies to white sapphire as well 
as to the colored varities and absolutely 
clear and perfect white sapphire is rare. 

One more distinguishing mark of the 
scientific stones may be added to give full 
measure to the scheme of separation that 
no one need be deceived. 

The surface finish of the scientific stones 
is rarely as good as that of the natural 
material and it appears to be more diff- 
cult to produce a good polish on scientific 
stones than on natural ones. The degree 
of hardness of the scientific stones seems 
to be slightly variable so that the polishing 
material removes the surface material un- 
equally, leaving minute streaky marks on 
the surfaces of the facets. Possibly this 
condition might be remedied by skilful 
treatment, but hardly at the price obtain- 
able for the product, so that a close study 
of the surface finish will sometimes help 
in distinguishing between natural and ar- 
tificial material. Any fine specimen of 
natural ruby or sapphire will have usually 
received very expert treatment and a splen- 
did surface finish. 

In conclusion, then, the points to be re- 
membered in determining the origin of 
corundum gems are four in number. 

1—Expect to find natural defects, such 


as “silk” or cloudy patches, or angular 
bubbles in all natural stones. 
2—If bubbles are present in artificial 


material they will be round or rounding. 
3.—Artificial material will always have 
curving parallel striae within it. 

4—The surface finish of artificial ma- 
terial is seldom or never equal to that of 
natural material. 

It ought not to be necessary to add that 
material from either source may be cut 
to any shape, and that artificial rubies may 
be seen in most Oriental garb, hence all 
specimens should have applied to them the 
above tests regardless of the seeming an- 
tiquity of their cut or of their alleged 


pedigree.

Manufacturers of Finer Grades of Gold Lines Explain the Advance in Cost of 
Production and Predict a Scarcity in New Styles of Articles 
Before the Fall Season Is Well On. 




















Maes interviews published in THE JEWEL- 

ERS’ CIRCULAR on the subject of con- 
ditions in the lines which enter into the 
retail jeweler’s stock, explaining not only 
why these lines advanced in price, 
but will continue to do so, have excited 
considerable interest in both the retail and 
manufacturing trade as they are tending to 
educate the retail jeweler as to the details 
of trade conditions of which few have any 
real appreciation, particularly as to the 
abnormal factors entering into manutfac- 
turing and selling at the present time. The

ducers in all lines are up condi- 
tions that hamper them on every hand, in 
the increase ot labor, cost, scarcity of raw 
material and inability to produce all the 
lines which their customers call tor. 
The conditions will develop to an 
gerated degree in the Fall, with a result 
that the dealer who buys earliest will not 
only buy at a lower price, but will be 
able to select lines that will be out of the 
market a little later, and in many 1n- 
stances it will only be the early buyer who 
will be able to get guarantees that his or- 
ders will be filled. A number of manu- 
facturers of 14 karat and platinum jewelry 
seen last week in New York emphatically 
endorsed these statements in all particulars. 

As one manutacturer stated in a brief in- 
terview : 

“The facts which THE JEWELERS’ CirR- 
ULAR have been presenting to the trade in 
regard to the cost of manufacturing, and 
the difficulty in supplying goods, should be

read by every retail jeweler of the country. 
You are right in stating that the condi- 
tions are in no way appreciated by the mass 
of the dealers out of touch with the big 
manufacturing centers, and_ particularly 
those who have not been placing large or- 
ders in this market. 

“Speaking for my firm, | would say that 
my force is working as it never has before 
at this season of the year, but it will be 
absolutely impossible for me te accumulate 
the stock which I will need to cover the 
orders of my custom¢rs during the Fall 
and holiday seasons. ' Where ordinarily 
many of my men would be working on 
future stock they are engaged entirely on 
goods for immediate delivery. [I am run- 
ning my organization practically to its ca- 
pacity, and not only cannot get additional 
help, but cannot keep my organization up 
to its ordinary maximum. I am greatly 
hampered for the lack of much material 
that comes into my line. I cannot get cer- 
tain of the precious and semi-precious 
stones I want. I cannot get all the acids 


or chemicals needed, and I cannot get cer- 
tain little odds and ends used to the finish- 
ing, packing and shipment of goods.

“I know that there are many articles that 
[ am making up now that I will be unable 
to duplicate a little later, and I know this 
is going to mean trouble with my custom- 
ers, but what can I do to help it?

eoods earlier than ever before, and these | 
am filling to the best of my ability; but 
when the others begin to order in a month 
or more, they will not understand why !

“In fact I might that the jewelry 
manufacturer is in an independent position 
today, but it is an independence that is go- 
ing to cause trouble and hard feelings later 
on. The dealer does not realize that we 
must make the best of the opportunities that 
we have and satisfy the greatest number 
of customers with what we can make and 
the special demands based on friendships 
and business connections of long standing 
will have to go unheeded in the strenuous 
etfort to satisfactorily produce all the sal- 
able goods possible.”

“This, however, is far truth. 
The labor manutacturer 
of tine jewelry is not at all satisfactory, 
due to the lack of ally excess of experi- 
enced help. This in itself makes an in- 
crease in labor cost, as the factories are 
running only 48 hours a week, as against 
54 or more in the past. Here is an in- 
crease of 12 per cent. alone. In other 
words, we have a shortage of experienced 
labor, a decrease in the hours of labor and 
an increase in the demand for goods. It 
is a self-evident proposition, and under 
all economic laws of supply and demand, 
even that prices may go higher. 

“But outside of the labor situation, the 
material situation is just as troublesome. 
We are frequently bothered about getting 
the precious stones we need in our jewelry, 
and often have to take what we can get, 
instead of what we want. We are no 
longer the choosers, and what is more, we 
often have to pay an increased price to 
get any at all.

Delegate Walter H. Moeller reported on 
the National convention at New York city 
in 1915, and Secretary Anderson discussed 
the work of the national association in 
detail. 

Col. Shepherd was then called upon to 
make his scheduled address, in which he 
talked on the advantages of the Stephens- 
Ashurst bill, and pleaded for the support 
of the jewelers to secure the passage of this 
protected selling price measure. He said 
that he was much surprised that organized 
labor had taken a stand against the Ste- 
phens bill, and urged the jewelers to go 
after their representatives in Congress to 
work for the passage, suggesting that they 
encourage their customers to. take 
similar action. (Organized labor has not 
taken any such stand, as far as the big 
representative organizations are con- 
cerned.—Editor, JEWELERS’ CircuLar.) Col. 
Shepherd said that the biggest factor in 
the business is the jeweler himself, for he 
does business on the basis of the uncon- 
scious confidence of the public in himself. 

In the course of his talk Col. Shepherd 
pointed out one of the failings of the retail 
jeweler, t.¢c., that he not protect his 
customers from the gaze of the public when 
purchasing diamonds or other articles. In 
the smaller towns the purchaser does not 
care to have anyone watch him, because he 
is generally known, and news of his pur- 
chase is soon passed from person to person 
until every resident knows about it. To 
this end it was suggested that the retailer 
in small towns provide a secluded place in 
his establishment for just that purpose. At 
the present time many such sales are made 
after closing hours or on Sundays for just 
that reason.

ALLEGED SWINDLER ARRESTED

the jewelry trade should be sold on their 
merit and quality, and watchcases should 
he guaranteed to give satisfaction accord 
ing to the amount of gold in the case, and 
according to the business in’ which the 
wearer is engaged. He pointed out that 
under the present practices, the incentive 
to buy gold cases was killed when filled 
cases were practically guaranteed to wear 
a lifetime 

“The jeweler,’ he said, “is guaranteeing 
articles to an extent not expected or called 
tor by the consumer, and the consumer does 
not expect what is promised him. In this 
we are giving something to someone, and 
making someone else pay for it. If the 
time guarantee on watchcases was done 
away with, everyone would get better goods 
lor the same money that he is now paying 
tor interior lines, or he would get the same 
goods for less money, 

The speaker claimed that the manutac- 
turer is dishonest in effect when he sells 
guarantees instead of merchandise, and 
asked why the trade should wait for a law 
to make us do what common sense and 
honesty prompt us to do, and suggested 
that manufacturers eliminate the time guar- 
antee on watchcases and make honest goods 
for honest people at an honest price. 

It is gratifying to note that the question 
of guarantees is coming up for discussion 
on its merits as a trade proposition, irre- 
spective of legislation designed to prevent 
dishonesty. The dishonest guarantee is a 
crime, and should be surpressed. We can 
meet this with adequate legislation. It 1s 
the troubles that have come to us from 
the honest guarantee, lived up to in a way 
that gives more than is promised, and 
working an injury on manufacturer and re- 
tailer, that have been too inadequately con- 
sidered in the deliberations of our trade 
forums. It is possible that the discussion 
of this subject started at the convention ot 
the jobbers may act as a precedent to be 
followed in other trade associations that 
will result in more light being given to the 
jeweler on this important subject.

The 
plan is mainly useful as a part of the 
schemes of a live merchant who wants t 
keep doing something to remind people ot 
his presence. The best effect is secured 
by getting the boys to practice the shouting 
on the street so that when the real contest 
is pulled off in front of your store som 
days later, everyone will be in good trim, 
and incidentally you will already have ac- 
complished your purpose.
